The unanimous decision of the 
three judges—Bennett Champ 
Clark, Wilbur K. Miller and George 
Cc. Sweéney—said that consider- 
ing the times, and the influence 
movies play in American life, it 
is hard to imagine “any more per- 
tinent question” than the one 
about Communist Party affilia- 
tion.

They called the progress ‘clear 
roof cf the competency and de- 
‘otion to duty of the commis- 
sion”. : 

Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer, who 
nelped develop the atomic bomb, 
‘ead the statement to the con- 
3ressional committee investigat- 
-ng the AEC’s management. He 
said it was adopted unanimously 
oy the nine-member AEC scien- 
tific advisory committee. 

Nearly Stagnant 

Oppenheimer is chairman of the 
advisory committee. The state- 
ment said that whén the civilian 
sommission took over the atomic 
project from the army in 1946 
-he “future of the whole develop- 
ment” was uncertain and pro- 
duction of A-bomhs was “nearly 
stagnant”, 

Under questioning, Oppenheim- 
or said he is “very much satis- 
‘ied” with what the AEC has done 
2xcept for one thing— 

“I think the commission can go 
further toward making informa- 
ion public which is now secret.” 

For himself, Oppenheimer 
warmly defended the policy of 
2xporting certain types of radio- 
active isotopes for research. 

In response to questions, he 
said he knows of no way that 
Russia would be helped in the 
atomic energy race if the Sov- 
ets should get hold of some of 
the Isotopes. 

No isotopes have been sent to 
russia, but some have gone to 
1eighboring Finland and Norway.

Favorable 
weather in many parts of the East 
has helped lemon sales volume 
and there is no indication the 
trade is building up heavy inven- 
tories. 

Prorate of lemons for the week 
starting June 12 will continue un- 
restricted from all areas. The 
orange prorate has been set at 
900 cars from southern California 
—an increase of 100 cars over the 
previous week. Shipments for 
Central-Northern California are 
practically completed.
